the sniper used before he was 
shot dowpn by police belonged to 
Kiril Dimitroz of Jackson, N.J.

Bulgaria He told police Angelof 
had visited him about 10 days 
ago. but said he was not aware 
the revolver was missing until 
investigators told him 
The New Jersey man said, 
however, that he was not really 
Iriendly with Angelof. but with 
the latter’s roomate. a man 
identified by police sources as 
Kyril Dikov. about 45 Dikov was 
in St. John’s Hospital in Wueens. 
where be was being treated lor 
hand injuries suffered in an 
industrial accident. 


Dikov reportedly met Angelof 
at Rova Farms in Freehold. N. 
J., where the latter was a 
diswasher. The diswasher job 
was one of the earliest Angelof 
held alter his arrival in this 
country, on a Greek passport, in 
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1968 More recently he worked j 
for a Queens book and magazine 
distributor, earning about $70 a 
week until he walked off the job 
Tuesday. 
Dikov and other friends of 
Angelof said the sniper was 
usually a quiet man. but would 
suddenly become moody. One 
friend said Angllof had recently I 
come into a large sum of money j 
as the result of a lawsuit, the j 
details of which were not known. |

a gun duel with police, he shot 
Charles Bach. 80, and seriously 
wounded him.

In announcing they had traced 
the gun. police said they had 
been aided in their work by the 
fact that both New York and 
New Jersey have strict gun 
registration laws.

In King Slaying? 


LONDON (AP) — Alabama 
lawyer Arthur J. Hanes spent 
about an hour today in Wand­ 
sworth Prison, conferring with 
James Earl Ray. the man want­ 
ed in Tennessee to stand trial 
for the slaying of Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. 
When he came out of the jail 
gate. Hanes said: "He is feeling 
all right. His health is good. He 
is being well looked after. His 
mental attitude 
is good. We 
talked of many things.” 
Hanes, who said on arrival at 
London Airport earlier today 
that Ray might plead innocent 
through reason of insanity, was 
asked by a reporter if Ray 
showed any sign of insanity. 
“ None.” he replied and em­ 
phasized that the plea of insani­ 
ty was only one of a number 
which might be used. 
Hanes, former mayor of Bir­ 
mingham. still insisted on call­ 
ing Ray by the name under 
which he was arrested in Brit­ 
ain—Ramon George Sneyd—al­ 
though the British court has ac­ 
cepted FBI testimony that he is 
Ray. 
“ This man to me is still R.G. 
Sneyd.” Hanes said 
In the eyes of the British gov­ 
ernment. Hanes was only a pri­ 
vate party and not a legal advis­ 
er in an official capacity. Home 
Secretary 
Jeames 
Callaghan, 
referring to Hanes, said he “ did 
not qualify for the special condi­ 


tions applicable to legal advis­ 
ers under the statutory prison 
: rules.” 
Hanes had been in London in 
late June, but did not see Ray 
then, 
although 
he 
reportedly 
asked permission of British au­ 
thorities. Callaghan said Ray 
had asked to receive a visitor 
i June 24 and was given the go-a­ 
head June 25 on the condition 
that he be an “ ordinary visi­ 
tor.” 
Before entering the prison, 
Hanes 
repeatedly 
stressed 
Ray’s identity as Sneyd. 
He 
said: 
“ He is Ramon George 
; Sneyd as tar as I am concerned 
This man has identified himself 
as such. I am saying that the 
U.S. government and the au­ 
thorities of Tennessee have the 
burden to prove otherwise.” 
Before driving back to his ho­ 
tel. Hanes said he would have 
another meeting with Ray to­ 
morrow morning. He was accom­ 
panied on the jail visit by Mi­ 
chael Eugene, one of the court- 
appointed British attorneys aid­ 
ing in Ray’s defense. 
By decision of a British court 
last Tuesday Ray can be extra­ 
dited 
as a 
fugitive criminal 
j wanted tor murder and armed 
robbery. But his defense law­ 
yers have 15 days to lodge an 
appeal in a higher court, which 
would further delay him being 
handed over to the American 
authorities.

wardship, by and large, takes 
place too late rather than too 
early w’ilh the result that many 
juveniles are beyond repair by 
the time they come to the at­ 
tention of society's agencies. 
Efforts have nearly always 
been made to give parents 
every benefit of the doubt and 
every opportunity to correct 
their family disorders before 
wardship is instituted. This is 
not to say, of course, that in 
the overwhelming majority of 
eases the parents have not 
done their best to correct the 
situation. It is only to state the 
obvious sad fact that they have 
failed in those efforts. No one. 
unfortunately, is perfect, even 
we parents. 


It 
is 
another 
sad 
fact, 
however, that alter wardship 
has taken place and a child is 
removed from his family, the 
only 
remaining 
vestige 
of 
parental responsibility toward 
that child is often his economic 
support We now hear a hue 
and cry that parents should be 
excused from even this. This in 
spite of the fact that a major 
factor in delinquency is re­ 
jection. either conscious or un­ 
conscious of children by their 
parents. To excuse the parent 
from any further responsibility 
toward his child seems to me, 
not only a feeding into the 
already serious pathology of 
the child, but contributing to 
the delinquency of parents. 
The American family is on 
weak enough legs at the mo­ 
ment without adding another 
kick in the shins!

years. 
The Nudibranch, listed in the 
dictionary as the nudibran- 
chiate. is a mollusk which 
lacks a shell and true gills. It 
is more commonly identified 
as a sea slug. 
The marine creatures have 
not been found in the Sausalto 
area in recent years, because

On July 4, 1776. a group of 
American students decided to 
overthrow the decadent col­ 
onial system of the bourgeois 
British Called the “ Enragees 
of '76." the students had been 
furious for some time at the 
British educational system, the 
r u l e s concerning dormitory 
hours for coeds and the in­ 
sistence of the Establishment 
that only British tea be served 
in student cafeterias. 


THE YEAR before, a bunch 
of “ Enragees'' had taken the 
law into their own hands and. 
dressed as Indians, they had 
boarded a ship in Boston and 
dumped all the tea into the 
harbor. This infuriated the tea 
merchants, who accused the 
Boston colonial police of being 
too permissive for not im­ 
mediately shooting the looters 
and restoring law and order at 
the harbor. 
The British, reacting strong­ 
ly to criticism, decided to put 
the students in their place at 
Lexington and Concord. But 
the students were tipped off by 
a student anarchist named 
Paul Revere who rode through 
the New England towns on a 
horse warning the people that 
the flicks were coming 
When the British gendarmes 
heard about it they trumped up 
charges against Revere for 
stealing 
a 
horse, 
but 
he 
escaped and became a hero of 
the revolution 
In 
the 
meantime, 
t h e 
students had set up barricades 
at Bunker Hill and occupied 
the administration building and 
the library. The British flicks, 
dubbed "Red Coats." attacked 
Bunker Hill and. after much 
b r u t a l i t y , 
drove 
the 
"Enragees" out. 


THIS ACT OF stupidity on 
the part of the police turned 
the 
working 
class 
of 
the 
C o l o n i e s a g a i n s t t he 
Establishment, and they sent a 
petition to King George III 
demanding that he resign. 
George III refused, saying if 
he went, there would be no one 


to take his place and there 
would be chaos and disorder in 
the land. He also hinted the 
French were behind the whole 
thing in an effort to embarrass 
him i at the time the British 
were 
attacking 
the French 
franc and buying up all the 
French gold). 
When word 
was received 
that George III wouldn't give 
in on any of the "Enragees' 
demands, though he did prom­ 
ise to appoint a commission 
to studv the violence at Bunker 
Hill, the Committee of Revolu­ 
tionists was formed with the 
express purpose of breaking 
off from the empire 


THEY MET IN the Student 
Union at Philadelphia. One of 
the leaders there. Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, known as White Tom 
because the hair in his wig was 
all white, drafted a Declara­ 
tion of Independence which 
was printed in the underground 
press of the time 
This made the B r i t i s h 
government officials so mad 
they called up the National 
Guard and vowed to wipe out 
the treacherous elements in 
the Colonies 
But by this time the revolu­ 
tion had spread to all parts of 
the country and 
under the 
leadership 
of 
a 
wide-eyed 
revolutionary named George 
Washington, 
the 
Americans 
defeated the British and threw 
them out of the country. 
And so even’ July 4th the 
Americans celebrate the an­ 
niversary of the s t u d e n t 
revolution which changed the 
history of the world.

British don't talk about it. 
although Gen Cornwallis, who 
commanded the “ Red Coats." 
did say, when he got back to 
England after the war, "It 
would have never happened if 
they had invented tear gas in 
time."

Creative 


Displays 


For Tourists

Picture postcards 
are 
the 
tourist’s staple and he stocks up 
on them accordingly. But a few 
months ago a new line, produced 
by Marin couple. Pat and Ute 
Goggins, erupted on the local 
postcard 
scene. 
Even 
local 
residents are 
enthusiastically 
buying. 
The explanation is that their 
Harlequin cards focus on the 
esoteric meaning of Bay Area 
life in an unusually creative and 
appealing way. Even when they 
show something as predictable 
as San Francisco's Victorian 
buildings they don't just record 
them. Instead, they emphasize 
their compositional elegance or 
their nostalgic dignity expressed 
in crumbling gingerbread and 
paint. 


This artistic, noncommercial 
look 
has 
c a u g h t 
on 
dramatically 
with 
a 
card- 
weary public where, according 
to Goggins, “ Word of Harle­ 
quin 
cards 
seems 
to 
be 
spreading by some mysterious 
grapevine. The scenes weren’t 
even chosen for salability but 
for special interest such as the 
junk 
sculpture 
on 
t h e 
Emeryville Mud Flats.” 


In one of these a prehistoric 
bird is silhouetted against a 
fading evening sky. In another, 
a 
battered 
Napoleon 
stands 
ready to fire a log and tire can­ 
non. While a third, which Gog­ 
gins calls “a monument to the 
great automobile industry of 
America,” 
shows 
a 
strange 
creature constructed from auto 
body parts. 


The latter also illustrates 
one 
of 
the 
problems 
i n 
creating postcards that arc 
different. It’s entitled, “ Smog 
God,” and yet the sky. which 
was 
murky 
gray 
in 
the 
original slide, is cerulean blue 
on the card. 


“ Most clients want it that 
way,” he explains. “The printers 
heighten skies to ’postcard blue’ 
almost 
automatically. 
N o w , 
however. 1 am very specific 
about colors and cropping in­ 
structions and the printers do a 
great job.” 
The problem arose because 
the Goggins are frankly new at 
this. 
As 
Harlequin's 
s o l e 
photographer, G o g g i n s con­ 
fesses, “ Before last summer I'd 
never even used a camera. I 
didn't even know how to load the 
film. My wife had to do it for 
m e.” Now 10 months, many 
slides and many solved prob­ 
lems later, they have an in­ 
genuous fascination for which of 
the line's 30 scenes do well 
where,

Billy, 
had made a tinker toy of it and 
Goggins photographed the boy 
and his bridge against the rising 
massiveness of the real one. 
They’ve also lent special im­

San 
Francsico's 
buildings 
from 
the 
Russian 
Orthodox Church to the Wells 
Fargo building. 
They h a v e 
caught the charm of a flower- 
painted station wagon and the 
link-fenced 
drabness 
of 
San 
Quentin. 
And 
they 
h a v e 
magnified the importance of the 
area’s sculpture through studies 
such as one of Sausalito’s seal, 
the fluid warmth of which is 
frankly beautiful. 


Working close-up, Goggins 
covers 
subjects 
quite 
un­ 
common to postcards. Crack­ 
ed mud. carp and a mountain 
of wrecked cars are handsome 
photographs in themselves but 
they are also cryptic social 
messages explained through 
Goggins’ 
s u b t l e , 
often 
humorous descriptions printed 
on the card's letter side. 


One really unique closeup is a 
scene 
resplendent 
with 
the 
foliage of poison oak. “That one 
! was done as a public service.” 
; Mrs. Hoggins relates. “ We both 
! had cases and yet didn't know 
! what to avoid No one could ac­ 
tually show us what it looked 
I like.” So Goggins researched it 


tracked it down and shared his 
revelation with the public on a 
picture postcard. 
They can do this kind of thing 
because Harlequin is a sideline 
for Goggins who is a lawbook 
salesman for Bancroft-Whitney 
Co. They could save the trouble 
of distributing and servicing ac­ 
counts and make much more if 
they accepted one of the many 
card company offers to take 
over. ’ Accepting a flat royalty 
would mean making more than 
we can doing it on our own.” 
Goggins says. “But w ed lose 
complete 
control. 
The 
com­ 
panies wouldn't want anything 
offbeat.” 


And their a r t i s t i c in­ 
dependence is affording the 
public a brand new pleasure — 
cardbuying for the genuine in­ 
terest in the card itself.

WASHINGTON (API - Fed- 
eral narcotics agents are con­ 
cerned about the possible ap­ 
pearance of man-made marijua­ 
na which is colorless and odor­ 
less but so powerful only two or 
three drops in a cigarette can 
produce the same kick as natur­ 
al marijuana, the Washington 
Post said today. 


“Smuggling in synthetic mari­ 
juana could make the $350 mil­ 
lion a year heroin business look 
like peanuts,” the paper quoted 
a narcotics agent as saying. 


“ And it would be easy,” he 
added. “ A little alcohol and 
some coloring and it could be 
brought in as after-shave lo­ 
tion.” 


The Justice Department’s Bu­ 
reau of Narcotics and Danger­ 
ous Drugs plans to send Con­ 
gress fresh legislation to cover 
the sale and use of marijuana 
made in a laboratory, the Post 
said. Currently, federal law cov­

How Candlestick Robbed 


Mays Out Of 50 Homers 
Laver Triumphs 
A t Wimbledon 


WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Rod Laver of Australia won 
Wimbledon's first open men's 
singles title with a 6-3, 6-4, 6-2 
victory today over Tony Roche, 
also of Australia. 
Both finalists are left-handers 
and professionals — Laver with 
George 
McCall’s 
group 
and 
Roche 
with 
Lamar 
Hunt's 
“ Handsome Eight.” 
Laver, twice a Wimbledon 
winner in his amateur days, 
was top-seeded. Roche, whose 
first Wimbledon final was this 
one, was seeded 15th of the 16 
seeds this year. 
A packed crowd of 17,000 saw 
Laver gradually get a grip on 
the match in the style that won 
him his last title here seven 
years ago. 


It isn't an exaggeration to say that Willie Mays 


lost six homers a season since Candlestick Park was 
opened in 1960. As a matter of fact it is easy to pin­ 
point half a dozen that Candlestick's left field wind 
held up this year. And this season isn't half over yet. 
So a conservative estimate of homers deprived 


Mays over nine seasons in Candlestick would be 50. 
Even with an additional 50 homers on his career total, 
Mays still would be substantially behind Babe Ruth’s 
all-time mark of 714. 
Mays started the 1968 campaign with a total of 


564 homers. Going into the final week of the first half 
of the season he had a total of 12 homers, boosting his 
career mark to 576. Thus, an additional 50 would give 
him 626 but still leave him 88 behind Ruth’s record. 


Never Believed He'd Catch Ruth 


However, Willie never did believe that he would 


come close to Ruth's mark even after he broke his own 
home run record of 51, hit in 1955. Mays hit 52 in 1965 
and that's when the talk started about Willie catching 
the Babe. 
Mays allowed that he probably would catch all of 


the others and he has since passed them. But every 
time Ruth’s record was mentioned Willie would say; 
“ Man, that’s impossible.” 
Now, with time running out on him. even the most, 


ardent of Mays’ fans who believed Willie could do the 
impossible are ready to accept the inevitable. 


Oh, Those Might-Have-Been HRs 


To his credit Mays never once mentioned directly 


or indirectly the handicap Candlestick’s wind put on 
him. 
He 
never mention 
the 
“ might-have-been 


homers. There undoubtedly were times when he 
wanted to rap Candlestick but he never did. 
Mays never shook his head in resigned disbelief 


when a well tagged shot to left was held up at the 
warning track by the wind for a loud out. Pros might 
not like their home lot but they don't knock it publicly, j 
Almost without exception every righthand slug­ 
ger visiting Candlestick has been robbed of at least one 
homer by the wind. Unlike Mays, they haven’t 
hesitated to rap the park. 


Aaron's Liner Just A Loud Out 


Hank Aaron didn’t criticize Candlestick with 


words the other night when the wind held up a liner he 
launched to left.
